These pages contain 
the key provisions of the agreement be¬ 
tween tne United States, Canada, and 
Mexico, Volume LI is another 450 
pages, and 147 of those pages are "ex¬ 
ceptions" to the rules laid dawn in the

These "exceptions" or "special provi¬ 
sions" break down as follows: 21 pages 
for the United States; 42 pages for Can¬ 
ada. and 84 pages of "exceptions" and 
"spceial reservations" for Mexico.

Perol is probably correct in assum* 
mg that hardly anyone in the United 
States Congress even bothered to 
read through the entire treaty^ as he 
has done. Instead, these oh-so-busy 
politicians relied on inrormation pre¬ 
pared by paid agents of the Mexican 
government, by American compa¬ 
nies planning to move to Mexico, and 
by their own corrupt staff members 
who took a trip to Mexico with ail 
expenses paid by the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment! 

How strong was this pro-NAlTA 
lobby from Mexico? It has been esti¬ 
mated by one political watch-dog 
group, the Center tor E^ublk Integ¬ 
rity, that Mexico spent close to S60 
million on direct lobby tug for the 
passage of NAFTA. 

In fact, Mexican Presidem Carlos 
Salinas de Gortari, in February of 
1993, hosted aprivate dinner of Mex- 
ko^s social and business elite—29 
men who were and are the most 
wealthy and powerful in all of Mex¬ 
ico. Citing the benefits of NAFTA 
w hich these already super-rich M ex i- 
cans could expect if the treaty were 
ratified by the United States Con¬ 
gress, he asked each of them to do¬ 
nate $25 million to the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRJ), which 
has been ruling Mexico since 1929. 
The response was $25 million from 
each man present, with the exception 
of one man who pledged $70 miflionl 
However, someone not wishing to 
donate that much leaked news ot this 
meeting to some reporters, whose 
newspapers made such a noise that 
the payoff to the PRI’s corr.tipt lead¬ 
ership was made, impossible—fur 
now, that is.' 

Now, if one foreign businessman is 
so pleased with a trade treaty that he 
is willing to donate $70 million outof 
his pocket to sec that treaty ratified 
by tne United States Congress, then 
the Congress had better take a good, 
long, and thorough look at this treaty, 
which afTccts the lives of millions of 
American w^orkers and their families. 

Yet under the so-called "fast track" 
legislation, rammed through by for¬ 
mer President George Bush iti his 
haste to get the treaty passed before 
the 1992 Presidential elections were 
over, the United States House and 
Senate agreed to limit debate on this 
important treaty to only 20 hours 
each! This means that each one of the 
Congressmen was allowed to speak 
for 3 minutes and 15 seconds on this 
treaty, and each Senator was able to 
huff and puff on its merits or short¬ 
comings for 12 minutes! 

In actual fact, only a handful of 
Representatives and Senators knew 
anything at all about this treaty, and 
those were the ones who want to see 
it passed. I’he overwhelming major¬ 
ity of the United States Congress had 
no idea of the dozens of hidden booby 
traps within this 1,000 page treaty, 
which arc set to explode once this 
treaty becomes effective. 

Specificailyj the following United 
States industries will be, in Perot’s 
words, ’’utterly devastated" by this 
treaty: 

Trucking - NAFTA allows Mexi¬ 
can trucks free access into the United 
Slates with loads of up to 170,000 
pounds on highways designed for 
S0,D00 pound run its. Mexican trucks 
and their drivers are exempt from 
United States commercial licensing 
requirements and safety standards. 



United States trucks will not be al¬ 
lowed to operate in Mexico for 3 
years! 

Perot also points out that our hjgh- 
w^ays, bridges, and tunnels will be 
lorn up by these vastly overweight 
Mexican trucks. This will also make 
it possible to smuggle vast quantities 
oiillegal drugs across the border hid¬ 
den in these trucks, who will be given 
a maximum inspection time of kss 
than 5 minutes per truck-cargo at a 
rate of over 700 trucks a day! 

Automobile Production - All tar¬ 
iffs on any automobile, truck, or van 
imporico from Mexico into the 
United States, whether they are pro¬ 
duced by American, Japanese, or 
Ru rope an companies wltn plants in 
Mexico, will be immediately re¬ 
moved. Mexico, however, may im¬ 
pose tariffs on 50% of all ears 
produced in the United States that are 
imported into Mexico! 

Clothing and Textiles - Currently 
1.3 million American workers hold 
down these jobs in factories across 
the United States, mainlv jn the south 
and cast. They average $6.94 an hour 
for clothing workers and S^l.53 an 
hour for textile workers. Rut their 
jobs wilt be gone if NAF l A is 
passed, for Ihey will be comp elms 
against Mexican workers in the 222 
factories established in Mexico pay¬ 
ing $1.64 an hour. Already 129 of 
these 222 factories are from the 
United States. The rest are from for¬ 
eign countries like Malaysia and 
China, who are set to Rood the United 
States with their products once 
NAFTA is passed, 

AericuRurr and Citrus Foods - 
Under NAFTA, the United States 
must immediately cut by 50% all tar- 
ilTs on frozen coqcpi]lratcd citrus. 
Mexico has only to "'phase out" over 
an unspecified period of time its 20% 
lax on citrus imports from the United 
States. This is just another '"speeial 
consideration" or "reservatioir that 
gives Mexican citrus producers an 
unfair advantage over the 145,000 
American citrus workers. 

Also, the sanitary standards 
adopted under NAFTA regarding the 
use of pesticides, such as DOT, are 
based on the drastically lower stand¬ 
ards of a United Nations ^ency 
known as CODEX. Under Cbdcx, 
peaches and carrots may contain 50 
times more DD'I' than would be al¬ 
lowed under United States agencies 
such as the Food and Drug Admini¬ 
stration or the IZiivironmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency. 

Thus the very health of the popula¬ 
tion will be greatly endangered by the 
passage oI the NATTA treaty, as 
fruits, vegetables, and meat products 
loaded with DDT and other chemi¬ 
cals, are allowed to flood into the 
United States where before they were 
kept out. 

NAFTA also requires the United 
States to remove any citizenship or 
residency requirements for profes¬ 
sions such as doctors, lawyers, ac¬ 
countants, and teachers. A total of 63 
professions, employing 15 million 
Americans, will oe directly affected 
by NAFTA. 

This means that hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of professional and semi-pru- 
fessional workers, such as 
pharmacists, architects, nurses, and 
engineers, will be pressured to reduce 
their salaries and benefits or see their 
jobs go to Mexicans in these areas. 
Thus Mexicans, who are used to 
working for much less, wdll under 


NAFTA be allowed to legally enter 
this country to lake these jobs! 

Incredible as it may seem, not one 
member of the United States negoti¬ 
ating team, and there were 14 in the 
Commerce D^artmeni's Mexican 
Bureau, spoke Spanish! And only 5% 
of the Mexican governmenfs docu¬ 
ments pertaining to all the regulations 
in their country governing foreign 
trade were even translated into Eng¬ 
lish for the United -Slates team to 
review. 

Whitt kind of idiots were repre¬ 
senting the United Slates^ inleresls? 
Or were they really just going 
through the motions of what is clearly 
the biggest betrayal to our nation 
s ince the creation of the Federal Re¬ 
serve svstem in 1913 by a United 
Stales Congress dearly as ignoraiit, 
reckless, and/or corrupt as this cur¬ 
rent Congress is proving to be. 

And who is it that represented 
Mexico? The current legal counsel 
for Mexico on NAE’I A is Robert 
Herzsiein, the inevitable Jew. Her- 
zstein was a former United States 
Under-secretary of Commerce for 
International Trade. He is joined by 
other Jews such as Robert Reich, 
Secretary of Labor; Robert Rubin, 
head ofthe Council of Economic Ad¬ 
visors; Alice Riviin, Deputy Director 
of the OITicc of Managcmciu and 
Budget; and the top Jew, Mickey 
Kantor, United .Slates Trade Repre- 
sentalLve. 

These Jews in the government 
were working with other Jews hired 
by the Mexican government to lobby^ 
for the passage of NAFTA. Some of 
these Jews arc; Peter Ehrenhaft; 


James Frierson; Martin Gold; Ruth 
Kurtz; Mowarj Licbcngood; and 
Otto Reich. Every one of these Jew's 
was formerly employed by the 
United States governm ent as A mbas- 
sadors, former Under-secretaries of 
States,, or staff assistants to the 
United States Congress. However, 
they simply betrayed this nation for 
whatever amount'of money Mexico 
was willing to pay to get NAFTA 
passed, with their assistance. 

NAT’FA supporters nunibcr 40 of 
50 State Governors, all S former 
United Slates Presidents, the biggest 
United States banks and insurance 
eompanies, the Jewsmedia, and 
U.S.A,-NAFTA, the newest lobbing 
group, which consists of 1,000 
United Slates corporations, many al¬ 
ready operating out of Mexico. They 
sec nothing w rong in forcing Ameri¬ 
can workers to compete against 
Mexican svqrkcrs, where the mini¬ 
mum wage is S.5K an hour and top 
wages run from SI.64 to $2.35 an 
hour wilhoui any bendils or a right 
to ornani/e a union. Opposed to 
NAFTA is the AFL-CIO and other 
big unions, consumer crusader Ralph 
Nader, Black activist Jesse "Spit" 
Jackson, and syndicated coiunmist 
and former Presidential candidate 
Pat Buchan art also Joined the battle 
against NAFTA. 

Remaining on the sidelines stands 
the great mass ofthe American peo¬ 
ple, oblivious to the danger this treaty 
poses to their lives.

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The Neighborhood Amendment

As more and more non-W'hilos push Uieir way 
into America, llic lime is last approaching when 
there will he no such thing as a white neighbor- 
liDod or a White school, and by then we will be on 
the last generation of W'hite children, indeed, that 
the gPal of the race traitors at all levels 
oJ government^—local, slate and federal—in this 
country. 

Until such tinie as we can build our ranks tor the 
tlnat battle, which we all know must eventually 
take place, there is a need for an option that can 
preserve, for a Lime, White neighnorhoods and 
White culture. That proposal is the Neighborhood 
AmcndnicnL 

This idea has proven to be a concept that can win 
wide support among W'hitc peopfe—once they 
understand what it is they are being asked to sup¬ 
port. 

Basically, the Neighborhood Amendment is a 
simple concept that seeks to return to White 
Americans the right of This 

right, which cstabhshes that a people or a commu¬ 
nity may righlfulJy determine lor themselves the 
type of sociciv in which they wish to live, was 
taken from us by the Supreme Idiots of the United 
States Supreme Court in two decisions. 

In 1948, in the case of Sheliy v.r. Kramer, the 
United States Supreme Court declared that any 
agreement in the deed of a home to be sold by its 
owner which iricludcd clauses restricting the sale 
to '^Whitc Christians only ' or "Aryans only" (or 
any other so-calied "restrictive covenants ) was 
unconstitutional under the Tourteenth Amend¬ 
ment. 


That decision paved the way for the passage of 
the so-called "open housing laws," which were 
designed to make sure every White neighborhood 
had a good mix of any non-White, two-legged 
wog, jtg, gook. laco-bender, camel-jockey, or 
space alien who lands on our shores. Add to that 
an admixture of people with "diverse" sexual ori¬ 
entation and you pretty well have the formula tor 
the eradication or White Luropean Christian cul¬ 
ture along with that culture's people. 

Then in 1954, once again, the United States 
Supreme Court's fools, led by former California 
Governor Harl Warren and a Jew from Austria 
named I’elix Frankfurter, declared that schools 
segregated by race were also unconstitutional. 
This was the infamous, ffaud-based decision of 
Brown vs. the Board of Education. That decision 
led to forced school desegregation, forced bussing, 
and the policies of forced race-mixing. 

1 he Neighborhood Amendment is a frontal as¬ 
sault which seeks to overturn those two decisions 
by the highest, or rather {in our opinion) the lowest, 
court in the land With four decades of this kind of 
anti-White nonsense it is time White people really 
made their wishes known. While the Amendment 
itself has not been adopted, the spirit of the 
Amendnieni and the principle of seif-determina- 
lion is finding support among 
members of the Illinois State 
Legislature. 

Slate Senator Robert llaka 
(R), a Chicago resident, has 
Introduced a bill in the Illi¬ 
nois Legislature which will 


allow the people of Marquette Park to hire their 
private police force and pay for it themselves by 
voluntarily taxing themselves about S5€ per home 
per year. That is exactly what the Neighborhood 
Amendment stands for—community self-deter¬ 
mination and conlrol. 

H ad the people of M arqueite Park been given the 
option of voting for or against letting non-Whites 
into their nci^borhood, as the Neighborhood 
Amendment would have allowed them to do. they 
would not have to had to vote to tax themselves an 
addlltonal S50 to pay for hiring a private police 
force to control the hordes of non-W^Tiitc criminals 
they foolishly allowed to move int 

It's too late fonhe people of Marquette Park, but 
there are many other communities in this state and 
around this nation where the Neighborhood 
Amendment can prevent the nightmare of seeing 
previously safe, clean. White neighborhoods and 
small towns turned into dirty, crime-ridden Third 
World slums.

HoKocuust 

N FW YORK - A third of Americans are 
open to the possibility that the Hofoeaust, 
Nazi Germany’s extermination of 6 miL 
lion Jews, never happened, according to a 
survey released last year by the American 
Jewish Committee. 

Twenty-two percent of the rc.spondents 
to the Roper Organization surveyed said it 
seems possible the Holocaust never hap¬ 
pened. 

The findings shocked Holocaust survi¬ 
vors, some oT whom have devoted much 
of their lives to keeping alive the memory 
of the systematic extermination of Jews 
during World War 11. 

"Whai have we done? Wc have been 
working for years and years," said a 
stunned EJie Wiese I, a Nobel laureate who 
chronicled his experiences at the Ausch- 
writz and Buchcnwald concentration 
camps.
